SECTION  II. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 
Hospital  Provision. 

This  has  been  described  in  recent  Reports  and  remains  very 
much  the  same.  Particulars  regarding  the  various  clinics  are  shown 
in  tabular  form.  There  is  urgent  need  for  more  hospital  beds  for 
maternity  patients  in  this  district.  The  Municipal  Maternity 
Home  admitted  132  patients  during  the  year,  but  it  was  necessary 
to  refuse  the  bookings  of  106  applicants  on  account  of  lack  of 
accommodation.  There  is  also  a need  for  the  provision  of  more 
hospital  accommodation  for  sick  children. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

There  is  a VVolseley  Ambulance  owned  by  the  Corporation  for 
infectious  diseases  and  there  is  also  an  Ambulance  owned  by  the 
Red  Cross  Society  for  accident  cases. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

This  is  provided  by  two  Nursing  Associations. 

Laboratory  Facilities  exist  in  Nottingham  and  Derby. 

Midwives. 

These  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Council.

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SECTION  III. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  source  or  the  storage  arrangements. 
The  quantity  of  water  was  adequate  and  no  restrictions  as  to  use 
were  necessary.  The  quality  of  the  drinking  water  was  satisfactory. 
Samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  at  regular  intervals. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Corporation  Sewage  Works  at  Hallam  Fields  functioned 
satisfactorily. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  refuse  collection  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  a 
contractor  and  disposal  was  effected  satisfactorily  by  controlled 
tipping  at  tips  owned  by  the  Authority. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  results  of  the  year’s  work  are  shown  in  the  tables  at  the 
end  of  this  report.  There  was  difficulty  in  obtaining  a full  staff 
and  after  May  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  alone  remained.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk. 

The  number  of  cowkeepers  registered  with  this  Authority  was 
12  and  the  number  of  retail  purveyors  of  milk  was  55.  Three 
designated  milk  licences  were  issued,  one  for  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  and  two  for  Pasteurized  Milk.  There  were  two  licensed 
producers  of  Pasteurized  Milk.  Samples  of  all  kinds  were  submitted 
for  biological  and  bacteriological  tests  during  the  year.  No  samples 
showed  the  presence  of  the  tubercle  bacillus. 


Meat  and  other  Foods. 

Practically  all  the  fresh  meat  was  brought  in  from  the  central 
abbatoir  in  Derby,  and  was  distributed  by  the  local  Butchers' 
Association  Committee.  This  meat  was  inspected  at  the  place 
of  slaughter. 

A large  quantity  of  other  food  was  inspected.  The  amount 
of  unsound  food  surrendered  during  the  year  is  shown  below.

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

Eight  cases  were  notified  and  two  were  fatal. 
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Isolation  Hospital. 

During  the  year,  27  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  treated, 
namely,  Scarlet  Fever  15,  Diphtheria  11,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  1. 

There  was  no  incidence  of  disease  attributable  to  war  conditions. 


SECTION  VII. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notification.  The  number  of  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuber- 
culosis were  in  the  case  of  males  12,  and  in  the  case  of  females  7, 
showing  a decrease  of  2 on  the  previous  year.  As  regards  the 
non-respiratory  form  3 males  and  2 females  were  notified,  showing 
a decrease  of  5 on  the  previous  year. 

Deaths.  There  was  a total  of  13  deaths,  which  is  a decrease 

of  6 on  the  previous  year.  Twelve  were  due  to  the  respiratory 
form,  and  one  to  non-respiratory  forms.  All  the  deaths  except  one 

had  been  notified  previously  as  being  cases  of  tuberculosis. 


Treatment. 

The  arrangements  were  as  in  former  years.  There  were  19 
fresh  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  added  to  the  Register  during 
the  year  and  of  these  1 1 patients  were  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium 
and  1 to  other  institutions.  Of  5 fresh  non-respiratory  cases 
added  to  the  Register  3 were  treated  at  general  hospitals.  Out  of  the 
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24  fresh  cases  5 patients  died  within  six  months.  At  the  end  of 
1942  there  was  a total  of  157  persons  on  the  Register.  Of  these, 
117  were  pulmonary  cases  and  40  were  non-pulmonary  cases. 

SECTION  VIII. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 
Ante-Natal  Care. 

One  ante-natal  session  is  held  every  week  and  is  attended 
by  the  specialist  medical  officer,  Dr.  Margaret  Glen  Bott.  The 
total  attendances  at  the  48  sessions  were  794  and  the  average 
number  of  patients  at  each  session  was  16-5.  The  number  of 
individual  patients  who  attended  during  the  year  was  264  and  of 
these  231  were  new  cases.  The  number  of  expectant  mothers  who 
attended  the  ante-natal  clinic  represented  52-38  per  cent,  of  the 
total  504  notified  live  and  still  births  which  occurred  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  cases  who  were  sent  to  hospital 
on  account  of  expected  difficulty  was  29  and  a Caesarean  operation 
was  performed  in  6 cases.  X-ray  examinations  were  made  as  re- 
gards 9 patients. 

Municipal  Maternity  Home.  During  the  year  132  cases 
were  admitted.  No  maternal  death  occurred  and  there  were  no 
cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia.  The  number  of  bookings  refused  was 
106,  which  shows  the  urgent  need  for  increased  accommodation.

Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Puerperal  Fever.  Arrangements 
exist  for  the  treatment  of  these  cases  in  the  Derbyshire  Hospital  for 
Women  at  Derby.  There  is  also  a consulting  obstetrician  whose 
opinion  and  assistance  can  be  obtained  in  complicated  cases. 
Two  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  and  treated  at  home. 

Maternal  Deaths.  Enquiries  are  made  into  all  maternal 
deaths  to  see  if  anything  further  can  be  done  in  the  way  of 
prevention.  Recently  arrangements  have  been  made  by  which 
difficult  obstetric  cases  can  be  taken  without  delay  into  either  the 
Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Women  or  the  Nottingham  Hospital  for 
Women.  One  death  only  from  puerperal  causes  was  registered 
during  the  year.  It  was  due  to  criminal  abortion.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  per  1,000  total  births  was  1-79. 
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Infantile  Deaths.  The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
are  enquired  into  by  the  health  visitors,  and  their  reports  are 
examined  by  the  medical  officer  in  conjunction  with  the  child 
welfare  record  card  of  the  infant.  The  number  of  infantile  deaths 
during  the  year  was  35.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live 
births  was  63*86.

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Station  Road  War-time  Day  Nursery. 

A War-time  Day  Nursery  was  opened  in  July  with  35  places 
for  the  children  of  women  who  were  engaged  in  war  work  during 
the  day.  It  was  established  in  a detached  house  surrounded  by 
a small  garden  in  Station  Road  situated  in  the  centre  of  a densely 
populated  area.  A few  internal  alterations  were  made,  more  light 
was  given  and  the  interior  was  attractively  decorated.  Suitable 
sanitary,  washing  and  cooking  equipment  was  also  installed.  The 
accommodation  of  the  Nursery  is  for  five  babies  under  1 year  of 
age,  ten  children  between  1 and  2 years  and  twenty  children  between 
2 and  5 years.  The  staff  comprises  a matron  and  a deputy ‘matron 
who  are  trained  nurses,  a warden  who  takes  charge  of  the  kinder- 
garten education  of  the  2-5  group  during  ordinary  school  hours, 
a nursery  nurse,  five  probationer  nurses  and  a cook.  The  Nursery 
is  affiliated  as  a training  school  and  the  probationers  receive 
lectures  and  practical  instruction  which  enables  them  to  gain  the 
diploma  of  the  National  Society  of  Children's  Nurseries.  The 
Nursery  supplied  a need  which  was  obviously  required  and  was 
very  popular.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a waiting  list  of 
candidates  for  admission.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ilkeston  Education 

Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1942. 

The  form  of  the  Report  follows  closely  the  suggestions  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 

I have  to  thank  the  members  of  the  school  medical  department 
for  their  keen  work  and  loyalty  and  the  staff  of  the  schools  for  their 
interest  and  assistance.

II.  CO-ORDINATION. 

This  was  well  maintained  during  the  year. 

III.  SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

The  ^act  that  some  schools  were  taken  for  other  purposes 
caused  a certain  amount  of  overcrowding  in  certain  schools.  All 
schools  possess  a piped  water  supply  of  good  quality  and  all  except 
Kirk  Hallam  have  a water  carriage  system  of  sewage  disposal. 
Cloakroom  accommodation  and  arrangements  for  washing  should  be 
brought  up  to  modern  standards  in  the  older  schools.  Gas  lighting 
where  present  should  be  replaced  by  electricity. 

IV.  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Routine  medical  inspection  of  the  customary  age  groups  was 
carried  out  but  in  the  case  of  the  intermediates  a more  rapid  survey 
than  usual  was  made  to  which  parents  were  not  invited.  Re- 
inspections and  special  inspections  were  made  as  usual. 

V.  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 

(a)  Nutrition.  The  results  are  shown  in  Table  II  B.  The 
children  were  well  nourished. 

(b)  Uncleanliness.  The  following  table  shows  the  results 
of  inspection  during  the  last  eight  years.

It  will  be  seen  that  scabies  and  impetigo  were  very  prevalent. 


(d)  Tuberculosis.  There  was  one  new  pulmonary  case 
and  one  new  non-pulmonary  case,  the  site  affected  in  the  latter 
being  the  glands  of  the  neck. 

(e)  Other  Defects.  At  routine  inspections  the  incidence  of 
defective  vision  (excluding  squint)  was  7 per  cent. 

At  the  4,502  dental  inspections,  3,618  children  were  found  to 
require  treatment,  i.e.,  80-3  per  cent.  The  number  of  children 
who  accepted  treatment  was  3,469  or  95-6  per  cent. 

Statistics  regarding  defects  are  given  in  Table  II. 

VI.  FOLLOWING  UP. 

The  usual  system  of  following  up  has  been  adhered  to.  The 
following  table  gives  a summary  of  the  work  of  the  school  nurses 
during  1942.

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VII.  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 

The  arrangements  were  for  the  most  part  the  same  as  in 
previous  years,  but  certain  items  call  for  comment. 

Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

66  individual  children  have  attended  the  orthopaedic  clinic  . 
for  the  following  conditions  : — Tuberculosis  2,  Rickets  4,  Polio- 
myelitis 7,  Spastic  Paralysis  6,  Kyphosis  and  Scoliosis  12,  Congenital 
Deformity  6,  other  conditions  29.  The  number  of  attendances 
at  Miss  Garrett’s  sessions  was  354  and  at  the  surgeon’s  sessions, 
139. 

At  Bretby  Hall  two  in-patients  have  been  treated  for  Flat 
Feet  and  Claw  Feet. 

Orthoptic  Treatment  for  Squint. 

Orthoptic  training  of  the  eye  muscles  is  carried  out  under 
arrangement  at  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary.

Speech  Therapy. 

Arrangements  for  the  remedy  of  speech  defects  were  com- 
menced in  September.  A class  for  children  with  some  defect  of 
speech  other  than  stammering  was  held  once  a week.  The 
instruction  was  given  by  a certificated  speech  therapist,  Miss 
J.  L.  Wilkins.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  treatment  of 
stammering  to  commence  next  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  immunisation  of  school  children  was  continued  by  the 
school  medical  officer  and  visits  were  made  to  all  schools  which 
had  not  been  completed  in  1941.  The  number  of  school  children 
between  5 and  15  years  of  age  immunised  during  the  year  was 
1,988.  The  total  percentage  of  children  between  5 and  15  years 
of  age  who  had  been  immunised  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  72  per 
Cent. 


VIII.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  among  school  children 
notified  during  the  year  was  as  follows  : — Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  1 , 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  1 (cervical  glands),  Diphtheria  5, 
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Scarlet  Fever  17,  Chickenpox  130,  Pneumonia  5,  Meningitis  1 and 
Measles  255.  There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  during  the 
earlier  months  of  the  year. 

IX.  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

This  is  taught  by  the  teachers  who  have  the  benefit  of  the  advice 
of  the  two  visiting  physical  training  organisers.  The  apparatus 
and  equipment  is  satisfactory  and  is  in  good  condition.  All  pupils 
have  gym  shoes  which  are  stored  in  the  schools.  Organised 
games  are  played  on  the  playgrounds  and  playing  fields.  The 
pupils  receive  instruction  in  all  major  games. 

X.  PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

During  the  year  the  average  daily  attendance  for  meals  at  the 
canteens  rose  from  646  children  to  1,009  children.  Out  of  the  latter 
number,  156  necessitous  children  received  free  meals.  The  number 
of  meals  served  during  the  year  was  as  follows  : — Breakfasts  16,378, 
Dinners  193,387,  giving  a total  of  209,765.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  the  canteens  were  situated  at  Gladstone  School,  Wesley 
Street  School  and  Ebenezer  Schoolroom,  but  in  the  course  of  the 
year  it  was  necessary  to  open  three  more  canteens  at  Cavendish 
School,  St.  John’s  Schoolroom _and  Kirk  Hallam  School.  All  the 
meals  were  cooked  at  the  Gladstone  Centre  and  conveyed  thence  to 
the  other  canteens.  About  90  daily  dinners  were  also  supplied  to 
children  at  the  Station  Road  British  Restaurant.  This  communal 
feeding  of  the  school  children  has  had  a wonderful  effect  in  main- 
taining their  nutrition  at  its  present  very  high  level. 

XI.  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS. 

Deaf. 

Three  children  were  resident  at  the  Royal  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  at  Derby.  One  was  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  other  two  were 
deaf. 

Approved  Schools. 

Five  children  and  one  young  person  were  committed  to 
approved  schools  during  the  year. 

Boarded-out  Children. 

Six  children  and  one  young  person  were  committed  to  the 
care  of  the  Local  Authority  during  the  year  and  were  boarded- 
out  in  approved  homes  in  other  districts.  Fifteen  children  from 
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other  districts  were  under  the  care  of  this  Authority  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  were  boarded-out  in  suitable  homes.  All  the 
above  children  have  been  medically  examined. 

Blind  Children. 

There  were  no  blind  children.
